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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 31 , 34, 35, and 36 stand rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Navarro-Quiroga et al. The claims are drawn to a fusion polypeptide consisting of a protein 
transduction domain, a fusogenic domain, and a heterologous molecule. The fusogenic domain is described in dependent claims 34 and 
35. The heterologous molecule is operably linked to the protein transduction domain or the fusogenic domain. Navarro-Quiroga et al. do 
disclose a HA2-fusogenic peptide linked to an NT-polylysine moiety. The polylysine sequence is known in the art to be a protein 
transduction domain as further evidenced by Park et al. (see Title of Park et al. Polylysine protein transduction domain). The fusogenic- 
NT-polylysine fusion peptide disclosed by Navarro-Quiroga et al. comprises SEQ ID NO: 3 and meets the structural limitations of claims 
31,34, 35, and 36. 
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
